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Minutes of the Special Meeting of the Board of Directors 

of the Astronomical Society of the Pacific, 

held at 2 p. m. of october 19, i918, 

in the Rooms of the Society 

This was a specially called meeting to consider and take action 
upon the subjects covered by the following resolutions, all of which 
were unanimously adopted: 

Resolved: That the thanks of the Astronomical Society of the Pacific 
are due, and are hereby extended, to Mr. Adolfo Stahl, of San Fran- 
cisco, for his recent act of generosity in providing a fund for the printing 
and publication, in book form, of the Adolfo Stahl Lectures in Astron- 
omy. The Secretary is instructed to convey to Mr. Stahl, in writing, an 
appropriate expression of the Society's gratitude and to assure him 
that this latest proof of his interest in the work of this organization is 
deeply appreciated. 

Resolved: That the contract entered into on October 9, 1918, be- 
tween President W. \V. Campbell, of the Astronomical Society of the 
Pacific, and the Stanford University Press, of Stanford Junior Uni- 
versity, California, for the printing in book form of the Adolfo Stahl 
Lectures in Astronomy, is hereby ratified and approved. 

Resolved: That the Publication Committee is authorized to assume 
full charge of the work of getting out the book of Stahl Lectures, as 
provided for in the contract of October 9th, 1918, between President 
Campbell and the Stanford University Press. All bilLs contracted 
on this account will, before payment by the Treasurer, bear the ap- 
proval of Dr. R. G. Aitkcn, of the Publication Committee or, in his 
absence, that of President Campbell. 

Resolved: That the Publication Committee is hereby authorized, in 
its judgment, to call for new bids for the printing of the Publications of 
the Society, any new bid accepted to become effective with the first 
Publication of the calendar year 1919. 

Resolved: That the action of the Finance Committee in expending 
the sum of $500.00 from the funds of the Life Membership Fund for 
the purchase of U. S. Liberty Bonds of the Fourth Loan issue, is 
approved. 

A communication from Director A. O. Leuschner, tendering his 
resignation as a member of the Board of Directors, was read by the 
Secretary. The resignation was accepted with regret. Mr. Bernard 
Benfield was elected a member of the Board of Directors to fill out 
the unexpired term of Dr. Leuschner. 

Mr. Robert Burnside Potter of Smithtown, N. Y., was elected 
a Life Member of the Society.
